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Summary 


World  production  of  tallow  and  greases  (continued  to  rise  in  I969  and  set  a  new 
high  of  9 J 361  million  pounds,  compared  with  9>3^0  million  produced  in  1968. 
Total  imports  rose  to  3 5^61  million  pounds  from  3^000  million  in  I968;  how- 
ever, total  exports  dropped  to  2,869  million  pounds  from  3jl37  million  for  the 
previous  year.    Further  gains  in  production  and  increases  in  trade  are  antic- 
ipated during  1970. 


Production  of  tallow  and  greases  in  the  world's  major  producing  countries  in 
1969  was  estimated  at  9>36l  million  pounds.    The  percentage  increase,  only  0.2 
percent  from  the  I968  level  of  9>3^0  million  pounds,  was  the  smallest  annual 
gain  since  I96O. 

All  major  producing  countries  showed  gains  over  I968  except  the  United  States, 
France,  Denmark,  Netherlands,  and  the  United  Kingdom.    Canada  recorded  the 
largest  percentage  increase--13  percent  from  1968-- followed  "by  Argentina  with 
10  percent,  Australia  with  7  percent.  New  Zealand  with  6  percent,  and  West 
Germany  with  5  percent.    Uruguay  showed  the  greatest  decline — 12  percent. 
France  was  second' with  6  percent,  followed  by  the  Netherlands  and  the  United 
Kingdom  with  5  percent  each,  Denmark  with  k  percent,  and  the  United  States 
with  almost  2  percent. 

North  America.  Production  in  this  area  dropped  to  5>655  million  pounds  from 
5,701  million  pounds  for  I968.  The  1.7-percent  decline  in  the  United  States 
offset  the  gains  recorded  for  both  Canada  and  Mexico  of  13  and  3  percent,

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respectively.     U.S.  production  dropped  to  5jl96  million  pounds  from  5? 287 
million  for  I968  despite  the  record  number  of  animals  slaughtered.     The  decline 
was  due  to  less  waste  and  trimming  of  the  wholesale  cuts. 

South  America.     Tallow  and  grease  production  rose  to  59^  million  pounds  from 
566  million  for  1968.     Argentina  accounted  for  most  of  the  gain  while  declines 
were  recorded  for  Uinigua^/  and  Pera. 

Europe.     Production  in  Western  Europe  was  l^hkt  million  pounds--down  I.3  per- 
cent  from  the  1,U65  million  produced  in  I968.     The  declines  in  France,  the 
Netherlands,  Denmark,  and  the  United  Kingdom  offset  the  gains  recorded  for 
West  Germany,  Italy,  Spain,  Sweden,  and  Belgium-Luxembourg. 

Output  in  Eastern  Europe,  excluding  the  USSR,  was  estimated  at  193  million  pounds 
--up  slightly  from  19I  million  for  the  previous  year.     Gains  in  Poland,  East 
Germany,  and  Hungar^^  offset  declines  in  Bulgaria  and  Czechoslovakia.  Produc- 
tion in  the  USSE  approximated  the  I968  figure  of  590  million  pounds. 

Oceania.     This  region's  production  was  up  6.5  percent  from  I968.     Output  in 
Australia  totaled  535  million  pounds --up  6.6  percent  from  the  502  million 
produced  in  I968.     Production  in  New  Zealand  continued  its  upward  trend  and 
totaled  2^0  million  pounds,  compared  v/ith  226  million  for  I968  and  the  196I-65 
annual  average  of  I86  million. 

Production  Outlook.     World  tallow  and  grease  production  in  1970  is  expected  to 
continue  its  upward  trend  and  show  a  percentage  gain  similar  to  that  recorded 
for  1969.     Output  is  expected  to  rise  in  all  continents  resulting  from  the 
slaughter  of  more  animals.     Also,  more  boneless  and  primal  cuts,  particularly 
beef,  are  entering  world  trade,  making  more  trim  and  waste  available  for 
rende ring. 

Trade 

World  exports  by  the  major  producers  during  I969  dropped  slightly  to  2,869 
million  pounds  from  3>137  million  for  I968.     Declines  recorded  for  the  United 
States,  New  Zealand,  Canada,  West  Germany,  France,  and  Denmark  offset  gains 
shoxm  for  Australia    and  Belgium-Luxembourg. 

United  States  World's  Largest  Exporter.    The  United  States  continues  to  be  the 
world's  largest  exporter  of  tallow  and  greases.     Shipments  in  I969  totaled 
1,87^  million  pounds,  compared  with  2,2l8  million  in  I968  and  the  196I-65 
annual  average  of  1,777  million.    However,  the  U.S.  share  of  world  trade 
represented  only  65  percent  of  total  exports  last  year--down  significantly 
from  the  72  percent  for  the  I96I-65  period.    As  a  percentage  of  domestic 
production,  exports  last  year  dropped  to  36  percent  from  k2  percent  for  the 
previous  year.     Combined  exports  from  the  major  U.S.  competitors --Australia, 
Argentina,  New  Zealand,  Canada,  and  West  Germany- -accounted  for  nearly  30 
percent  of  world  trade  in  I969  compared  with  2k  percent  in  I968  and  26  percent 
in  1967. 

Exporters'  Markets  for  Tallow.     The  major  markets  for  U.S.  tallow  and  greases 
during  I969  were  Japan,  India,  Spain,  UAE  (Egypt),  the  Netherlands,  and

South  Korea.    The  principal  foreign  markets  for  Australian  tallow  are  Japan, 
the  Netherlands,  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  Burma,  British  East  Africa, 
and  India.    New  Zealand's  major  foreign  outlets  include  Japan,  the  Netherlands, 
the  United  Kingdom,  Burman,  Mainland  China,  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa. 
Canadiaji  shipments  are  destined  mainly  to  Japan,  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
Netherlands,  and  the  United  States.    West  Germany's  shipments  were  virtually 
all  to  other  members  of  the  European  Community  (EC). 

Export  Outlook.    World  exports  during  1970  are  expected  to  record  a  moderate 
gain  from  those  of  the  previous  year.    Larger  carry-in  along  with  the  con- 
tinued rise  in  domestic  production  is  increasing  supplies  available  for  for- 
eign shipment.    Market  prices  are  expected  to  ease  slightly  from  current 
levels  as  supplies  tend  to  increase  this  fall.    Also,  larger  availabilities 
of  other  oils  and  synthetic  materials  will  have  a  bearish  effect  on  tallow 
prices. 

World  Tallow  Imports.    World  imports  of  tallow  and  greases  in  I969  rose  to 
3,261  million  pounds  from  3,000  million  in  I968.    Larger  imports  by  Japan, 
Spain,  Italy,  Belgium- Luxembourg,  and  West  Germany  more  than  offset  reduced 
takings  by  the  Netherlands,  Poland,  Yugoslavia,  and  Brazil.    Japanese  imports 
last  year  set  a  new  high  of  711  million  pounds. 

Japan  World's  Largest  Importer.    Japan  continues  to  be  the  world's  largest 
importer  of  tallow  and  greases  and  accounted  for  22  percent  of  total  world 
imports  in  I969.    This  country's  imports  in  I969  rose  to  a  new  high  of  711 
million  pounds  from  669  million  pounds  in  I968,  an  absolute  gain  of  k2 
million  pounds.    This  market  is  the  major  foreign  outlet  for  U.S.  tallow  and 
greases,  and  in  I969  its  purchases  represented  2k  percent  of  total  U.S. 
export  shipments.    The  United  States  continues  to  be  Japan's  principal 
supplier  and  accounted  for  72  percent  of  that  country's  total  imports  during 
1969,  compared  with  87  percent  in  I968.    Increased  competition  from  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  reduced  the  U.S.  share  last  year. 

The  Netherlands  is  the  second  largest  importer  in  the  world,  accounting  for 
about  8  percent  of  the  total.    This  country's  imports  last  year  dropped 
slightly  to  258  million  poimds  from  273  million  pounds  for  the  previous  year. 
The  United  States  is  the  major  supplier,  but  its  percentage  share  of  the 
market  has  trended  steadily  downward  from  83  percent  for  the  I96I-65  period 
to  3^  percent  in  I969. 

India  was.  the  third  largest  world  importer  of  tallow  and  greases  in  19^9 
followed  by  Spain,  Italy,  Belgium-Luxembourg,  and  West  Germany.    The  United 
States  continues  to  be  the  principal  supplier  in  all  five  of  these  countries. 

Import  Outlook.    World  imports  of  tallow  and  greases  are  expected  to  continue 
strong.    Tallow  is  being  substituted  for  coconut  and  palm  kernel  oils  in  soap 
manufacture  in  some  countries.    Its  use  in  animal  feeds  continues  to  grow 
and  other  new  outlets  are  being  developed.
